”Thcy ain’t no blo«.min’ rwhntfm," 
he said. "thcyV regulars; that’s what ! 
they are.” 

By nearly everybody else kits they , 
takeirfor regular^; and the mistake waa 
to be enjrily acconuted for. Tlie physique . 
ami genernl ap{M<arancr «»f the Canadian 
tr<H,|M—there were u -arly *2tat of them, 
made up of reprramtnttrea from all nrrr 
the Dominion-were «*qunl to that of any 
n»r|Ni of rvffiilnra. All the etdonial troops 
. r*C*|v#d nothing but praise, and descr- 
j redly, for they were a sph-ndhl hotly of 
men; ,|iat on the average they ronhl not 
crime np to the Canadians. The Can¬ 
adians were the best of all. 

The contingent of Northwest Mounted 
Police were prolmbly the most envied 
of all. Ami manr of the larger I»n- 
don papers all lavishly probed them, 
and the Life OmmU; well, they felt like 
men with their nostn put out of j dnt. 

A |mi rode of the colonials waa heltl two 
dsyy before the big procession, the route 
rlHisen being In Eastern I^ondmi. a |s»r- 
thm of the eliy not traversed In the 
route of the big proceoatou. Tb**j made 
an excellent showing, and the large 
crowds winch loud the streets went into 
rapture* over them. It waa extremely 
•Vifficult at times for tin* soldier*, who 
made n living f«nw*r along the rout*, to 
I restrain the excited Britishers from 
rushing Into thp streets and huggiug the 
I Canadian*. They cheered and eboen-d 
for Canada and Canadians until In the 
fever of their excitetneut the tear* ran 
down their cheeks. 

The i auadiatis when they wander, d 
in little squads about the "city attracted 
great attention, ami no. one couhl do 
r<*o much for them. It was difficult for 
any of the colonial* to isiy for anything 
he received, and istrtirulariy in the pule 
lie b»u»rw, for If th<-4wtrk•-« p< r Old i^*t 
ref use to accept their money, as iu mo*t 
raoes h* did do. snauMrue would In¬ 
stantly step kui from among the crowd 
| present ami offer to pay. Wh-o *»*ey 
Wi re walking along the strcelg tht* Can- 
adiana were frequently snipped by aoinc 
Englhihman and asked to have some¬ 
thing. Tt^waa. “Come and have a drink. 
Canada.” here, there am! every where. 
The ('anadlana practically owned Lon¬ 
don for the time bring. 

And the demonat rat Iona? 

Tlie crowd* were not quite as large 
a* wraa anticipated, and then* waa, ow¬ 
ing to the |M*rfection with which the 
srrnngt mcnt* were made, no difficulty 
in got I Ing about. Tb.* atmrta over 
which the procewaion pasiwd were closed 
to vehicular traffic as early as nine 
o’clock in the morning, and ij» the after- 
noon no one waslrtlowed to walk In the 
r«M»d. Hm- crowds were kept lark by 
British troop*, who wen lined up 
shoukler -4o shoulder. 

I.n the t*r»niihloB. a description of 
whh*h would la* re-telling an ohl story, 
the CaiAidhns wove looked for more 
tlu*n any of the other contingents. The 
colonial*, altogi-ther. were the admired 
of all admiror*. but to Canada waa 
given the greatest applans**.
